METHOD OF RECKONING 
TIME. 



Mr. Sandford Fleming, Chief En- 
gineer of the Canadian Pacific Rail- 
way, is the originator of anew method for 
calculating time. The great evil in 
these days of steamboa t and rail travel 
is the absence of a uniform system 
throughout the world. On the con- 
tinent of Europe the difference in the 
clocks is a great difficulty. There is, 
for instance, a difference of two hours 
between the clocks of Paris and Vienna. 
In Canada the railways will soon ox- 
tend from Newfoundland to British 
Columbia, or across 75 degrees of long- 
itude. In every town through which 
they pass the time will bo different, and 
the difference between the clocks at tho 
two extremes of Canada will bo five 
hours. This state of affairs leads to 
difficulties, not merely as to the hour 
at which an occurrence takes place, but 
as to the day, month, and perhaps year 
of tho occurrence.; for while at one 
place on the earth's surface it is noon, 
at another it is midnight, at another 
sunset, so that there is a whole day's 
difference between a moment at one 
point and the same moment at another 
point. Another anomaly Mr. Flem- 
ing points out is that a traveller from 
San Francisco to Australia gains a day 
because the antipodean colonies were 
colonized from tho East. In fact those 
who travel^astwardloseadayjwhile those 
who journey westward gain a day. 
Mrs. Brasscy, in her "Voyage of the 
Sunbeam," lost a day, and in her diary 
jumps from Wednesday, tho 10th day 
of the month to Friday, the 12th — 
Thursday being dropped. If two travel- 
lers set out from a given place to go 
round the world, one going in an east- 
erly directon and the other going to 
tho west, a singular circumstance would 
occur on their arrival at the same time 
at the place from which they started. 
Tho local time might be Wednesday, 
January 1. But to the man who start- 
ed to travel oast the time would be 
Tuesday, January 2nd. Several other 
instances are given of the gain and 
loss of time, and it is pointed out that 
Edgar Allen Poe's "Three Sundays in 
One Week," is not so much an impossi- 
bility as peoplo used to think. Mr. 
Fleming then, by means of diagrams, 
traces the progress of local time round 
tho earth, and shows while it is Eriday 
at one point it is Thursday and Satur- 
day at others, and so on with other 
days. To remedy the difficulties con- 
sequent upon the change of time at 
at various points, he proposes to di- 
vide the unit of time into twenty-four 
equal parts which should correspond 
with certain known meridians of long- 
itude. A chronometer or timekeeper 
stationed at a certain part of the world 
should indicate the time at that point. It 
should also indicate, the time at the 
various meridians. ' Watches for tra- 
vellers, a specimen of which was shown, 
should also indicate standard time and 
tho time at each meridian, which would 
be local time. By that means the 
nearest approach to uniform time, with- 
out a complete revolution in our horo- 
logical system, would be arrived at. 

GALWAY* JUST ICE. 



In 1798 the yeomen of Gahvay who 
werecalled out to aid the military in sup- 
pressing the rebellion, and caught an un- 
fortunate Irishman who was suspected 
and the question to bo decided was, 
whether he should be tried by a jury or 
not ? The captain of the band was a 
gentleman and lie said, "yes, of course, 
he will be tried by a jury." The men 
shouted, "All right, your honor, we'll 
hang him first and try him after." He 
was hanged, and the next day the war- 
riors discovered they had murdered an 
innocent i man. One would, suppose 
this system of trial was played out and 
that it ended with the eighteenth cen- 
tury ; but it is practised here in this 
Province and no one cries shame. In 
1876 one William Fernie, a constablo 
retired from tho service, swore an 
affidavit in which he charged the Gold 
Commissioner at Kootenay with cor- 
rupt practises. The affidavit was for- 
warded to the Elliott Government and 
their astute leader discovered on the 
face of this document evidence suf- 
ficient to convince any sensible man 
that it was insignificant and malicious. 
Feknie swore that he had known for 
years of the corrupt practises and the 
date of the affidavit showed how 
long he kept the secret to him- 
self. Now tho testimony of the 
dishonest witness who keeps such a 
secret so long must always be received 
with great caution. On such testimony 
the Elliott Government very properly 
declined putting the country to the ex- 
pense of sending a Supremo Court 
Judge toi Kootenay. The winds are 
fickle and so arc the people. They got 
tired of Elliott and they elected 
Walkem to be captain of the yeomen. 
One of tho men in the squad he com- 
mands is Booth's mortal enemy. This 
man stood up in the House and read a 
copy of Fernie's affidavit (see report in 
Standard, 3d March, 1878.) He was 
riot as bold as the Galway yeoman; he 
sheltered himself behind Fernie, say- 
ing, "this is the affidavit, gentlemen, I 
only ask you to do justice." And jus- 
tice was done in Galway fashion. 
Bootu was condemned unheard, dis- 
missed from office, and Fernie, the in- 
former, appointed Government Agent 
aud Constable at Kootenay. And now, 
in good old Galway style, a committeo 
selected by ballot is going to try the 
man already condemned and punished. 
From the beginning to the enc. this ap- 
pears to be a most disgraceful proceed- 
ing. Sheltered behind tho privileges 
of the House a bitter political partisan 
is ponnittod to assail the character of 
an honest man. Without a'trial, with- 



dismissed from the service by "a Re- 
sponsible Government." Responsible, 
indeed ! It is a mockery, a disgrace to 
the Britons who permit the practise of 
of such injustice. 

CUSTER'S DISASTER RE- 
PEATED. 



The startling reverse to British arms 
in South Africa is a repetition of the 
CuuTEit disaster amidst tho Black Hills 
in 1876. Whilst tho main body of 
troops under Lord Chelmsford were 
decoyed to a point 12 miles distant 
from the camp tho wily savages drew 
tho small force left to guard the sup- 
plies from their entrenchments and 
slaughtered them to a man, besides 
possessing themselves of supplies of 
food, guns and ammunition which will 
enablo thom to continue tho struggle- 
for a long time. Reinforcements are 
being hurried forward from England ; 
and too littlo is yet known of the cir- 
cumstances that led to the disaster to 
pronounce upon the competency of tho 
commander of the expedition. It seems 
strange, however, that the Zulus should 
be found so well provided with arms 
and ammunition as to bo ablo to hold a 
field successfully with 20,000 men 
against even 500 fully equipped British 
troops. 



"Ono of Thorn" to tho Dolugo Poro- 
man. 

Editor Colonist: — Tho foreman of

DELAYED DISPATCHES. 

INDIA. 

Calcutta, Feb. 11. — A report of the 
death of the Ameer of Afghanistan is 
untrue. It is the Ameer of Bokhara. 



AFRICA. 
Cape Colony, Feb. 10.— Tho men-of- 
war Active and Tenedos have been 
ashore. The Tenedos was seriously in- 
jured and obliged to go into the dock 
at Simon Bay. 



EUROPE. 
London, Feb. 6. — A Vienna dis- 
patch says: It is reported Germany, in 
consequence of Austria's consent to the 
recent treaty concerning North Schles- 
wig, has undertaken not to interfere 
with an Austrian advance upon Salon- 
ica. 

Liverpool, Feb. 11. — An order of 
the privy council revoking after March 
3d article 13 of the foreign animals 
order so far as it relates to the United 
States, was a great surprise. All cat- 
tle from the United States after March 
3d, will have to be slaughtered in abat- 
toirs now preparing on docks at Bir- 
kenhead and Liverpool, within ten 
days after landing. 

Constantinople, Feb. 11. — The de- 
finitive treaty between Russia and 
Turkey declares peace and cordial re- 
lations to be re-established between 
Russia and Turkey, and provides that 
articles of the San Stefano treaty which 
wero not modified by the treaty of Ber- 
lin shall remain in force. The mode of 
payment of the war indemnity and 
compensation to Russian residents of 
Turkey who suffered through the war 
is left for future agreement. All pro- 
secutions for aiding the other side dur- 
ing the war are abandoned, and persons 
implicated in tho RoumeJian disturb- 
ances are pardoned. The protocol de- 
clares that the recognition of the treaty 
of Berlin in the present treaty changes 
neither its character nor range of 
power. As Servia, Montenegro and 
Roumania are independent, Russia 
leaves them free to como to an under- 
standing for themselves with the Porte 
relative to their claims for war indem- 
nities. 

Gen. Todleben has telegraphed Prince 
Labanoff that he will begin evacuation 
of Adrianople in ton days and is mak- 
ing a requisition for all wagons for I 
transportation purposes. 

Paris, Feb. 11. — Monsigneur Dcs- 
prez, archbishop of Toulouse and Nar- 
bonnc, has been created a cardinal.

Hon. Mr. Walkem said this debato had 
been adjourned in order that members 
might be placed in possession of all papers 
relating to this matter. He said it ap- 
peared strange that as it was now nearly 
a month pa3t sinco both Governments 
were tolegraphed as to this petition that 
no answer had been received and ho there- 
fore- thought the Houso should throw in 
its influence and ask for what they were 
entitled to, namely, a reply to their peti- 
tion. He thought that undor any circum- 
stances one or other of tho Governments 
should have answered tho petition. Ho 
would ask that tho telegram be signed by 
tho Speaker. 

Mr. Sniitho said there was no disguis- 
ing tho fact that tho House stood in a very 
enviable position with referonco to this 
question. Ho was sure tho Attorney- 
General must feel most acutely as tho 
author of tho original petition, and as tho 
mover of that resolution, tho silent rebuke 
ho had received at tho hands of tho Co- 
lonial Office. Tho Opposition had warned 
tho Government last session that the 
threat of separation could only bring 
down from Imperial statesmen upon tho 
heads of its authors a sovero censure, pr 
that it would ho treated with silent con- 
tempt. It was not tp bo expected when 
•leading men of both parties at homo and 
in tho colonics were advocating closer 
union of tho component parts of tho Ein- 
piro, that a threat of a Provincial Assem- 
bly tending in tho direction of a disinte- 
gration would moot with any countenance 
or sympathy. It was well known that 
tho Opposition wore no parties to that pe- 
tition, but as members of tho House they 
were included in tho slight which had 
been put upon tho Assembly, and every 
member, whether on tho Government or 
Opposition benches, must feel the humil- 
iating position ho had been placed in by 
tho mistako made by tho Government 
last session on the Railway Question .Ho 
did not wish to shelter himself behind the 
plea that ho protested against the petition, 
and that thoreforo ho was not included 
in tho rebuke the Queen's ministers had 
thought fit to inflict upon tho Speaker 
and the Houso. He recognized that as a 
body tho legislature of tha Province had 
been snubbed and it only remained to bo 
determined whether thoy should take thd 
snubbing meokly and say no more about 
it or pass this resolution and thereby 
compel tho Imporial Government to do 
what thoy wore evidently unwilling or re- 
luctant to do, viz, to drop tho silent een- 
suro and substitute ono of a nature oven 
more calculated to wound members 1 
sensibilities. He would ask tho Attorney- 
General to consider whether it would not 
bo wiser to withdraw the resolution; at 
tho same timo if not withdrawn tho Op- 
position would not weaken his hands by 
dividing tho Houso upon tho question. It 
would bo better if it did pass, that it 
should do so with a semblanco of unani- 
mity. 

Mr. Williams made a personal attack 
upon tho leader of tho Opposition which 
made members of his own party hang 
their heads for shamo; and ho sat down 
without onco referring to the question bo- 
fore tho House. 

Hon. Mr. Beavon said it was strange 
how hon. members changed their opinions 
for on looking through tho sessional pa- 
pers it would bo seen that the Elliott 



the occasion for it and therefore the re- 
solution is useless. Again, thero has 
been a change of Government in Canada. 
This matter would bo reforrod to them, 
and now when wo must know in a few 
days what they intend doing we attempt 
to pass this resolution. Tho best plan, in 
his opinion, would bo to pass a tonipcr- 
ately worded address asking for railway 
construction. If such were brought in 
there would be no opposition to it and 
there would bo more likelihood of doing 
good at Ottawa in that way than in send- 
ing a telegram to tho Imperial Govern- 
ment asking them to answer our threat to 
separate. Every step in that direction 
ho considered would only make our posi- 
tion weaker. Wo should attempt to 
strengthen our ground by boing temper- 
ate and reasonable and not make threats 
which will only be resented. 

Hon Mr. Walkem said these reflections 
on tho Government amounted to nothing. 
There is nothing undigniQed in tho peti- 
tion; it Ls well written and respectful; 
thero is nothing in it that can bo shown 
to bo in any way bordering on a tyranni- 
cal spirit. Wo have stated plainly to tho 
Homo Government that Canada has 
broken her contract and must bo com- 
pelled to keop it. Any evidence of dis- 
union in this Houso will bo used against 
the Province, therefore we should bo ex- 
ceedingly careful in what stops wo take. 
Wo have made a solemn contract with tho 
Dominion Government and wo ore taking 
the proper steps in this matter. Tho form 
of tho petition is correct if tho petition 
itself is correct. As tho Dominion Par- 
liament is now sitting this is tho timo to 
forward the petition. 

Tho question was then put and carried.

Mr. McHmoyl moved tho second read- 
ing and said it consisted in a very trilling 
alteration of a most useful Act; an Act 
which had done moro to settlo disputes of 
long standing in his district, and settle 
them well and satisfactorily than any 
other Act that had been passed. He 
thought the fonco viewers wore underpaid 
and the only amendment in hi3 bill pro- 
posed was to strike out tho word "two" 
and insert "four."

S.) could assure him that ho had brought 
in tho bill as much as anything on account 
of representations of existing evils made 
to him by his (Mr. H's ) constituents! 
Thoy had not apparently thought it worth 
while to acquaint their own member (Mr. 
H.) with their wants, and he had not 
been sufficiently observant to discover for 
himsolf tho requirements of his district, 
or if ho had ho was careless of its inter- 
ests, or if not careless he had lacked the 
ability to frame the mcasuro to meet tho 
requirements of tho case. Ho (Mr. S.)

Mr. Abrams presented a petition from 
tho officers of tho Nanaimo Fire Depart- 
ment asking for tho passing of an Act for 
relief. 

The petition was referred to the com- 
mittee on private bills. 

REPORTS. 

Mr. Evans presented the report of tho 
select committco appointed to ascertain 
how and in what manner tho payment of 
§750 as sustenance allowance to the Gold 
Commissioner at Oassiar was made. Tho 
report states that the money was paid by 
order in council dated as late as February 
5, 1878. and that tho amount was the 
same as his predecessor had received. 

The report was ordered to be printed. 

LAW STAMPS HILL. 

Was read a third time and passed. 

REGISTRY OFFICE. 

Mr. McGillivray moved that, in the 
opinion of this House, it is expedient to 
establish a Registry Office at Now West- 
minster, under tho provisions of "Land 
Registry Ordinanco, 1870," for tho con- 
venience of the inhabitants of the Main- 
land. 

In moving this tho hon. gentleman said 
his object was to make it moro convenient 
for persons on tho mainland to register 
lands, etc. Ho did not think it would 
entail any extra expense in that at pres- 
ent, the officer in Victoria is over-worked 
and must soon have assistance. This as- 
sistance might be obtained in this way, 
and ho believed the fees would pay tho 
extra expense. 

Mr. E. Brown seconded it, and consid- 
ering the increasing importance of New 
Westminster and tho mainland, said that 
it was necessary to establish an office 
there. It would also relieve the office in 
Victoria of a large amount of work. 

Hon. Mr. Walkem said the district was 
certainly ono of tho most important in tho 
country. This resolution ho considorod 
was a little too binding. It would re- 
quire an entire change in tho registry 
system. Ho had endeavored to rectify 
this evil by passing a bill to appoint a 
judge and court on the mainland, in 
which caso tho registrar would havo had 
to do this work; but tho bill would be 
disallowed at Ottawa. Ho would ask tho 
hon. gentleman to withdraw his resolu- 
tion. 

Mr. McGillivray said ho could not 
withdraw his resolution. 

Hon. Mr. Walkem thon moved that the 
following words bo added, "as circum- 
stances necessitate," and the resolution 
as amended passed. 

CARIBOO. 

Mr. Evans wished to know whether any 
attempt had been made to fill Mr. Ball's 
position as Gold Commissioner at Cariboo? 

Hon. Mr. Walkem said Mr. Ball him- 
self had made arrangements with Mr. 
Saunders.

Adjourned debato on motion to tolc- 
graph for a reply to a petition addressed 
to Her Majesty on railway matters. 



narvon did duly acknowledge the receipt 
of that dispatch and had even replied to 
it through tho Dominion Government. 
Tho Elliott Government expected a direct 
answer and they telegraphed accordingly, 
when Carnarvon explained that it was un- 
usual to communicate directly with Prov- 
incial Governments, but said ho would 
make an exception to tho rulo on that oc- 
casion. 

Mr. Ash said ho understood that Mr. 
Speaker should telegraph to the Queen. 
This, ho thought, would bo a novel way 
of tho Province communicating with the 
Imperial Government; but he could not 
quito sec what kind of answer the Gov- 
ernment wished for. There was nothing 
in the dispatch requiring a direct answer. 
He could not see what right the House 
had to expect an answer, except from the 
Dominion Government. He believed tho 
answer would come in its proper way, 
through tho Dominion Government, but 
in a form little dreamt of by any member 
of tho Houso. 

Hon. Mr. Humphreys said it was to be 
regretted that members should ofl'er any 
opposition to a resolution which they can- 
not bettor. They had never attempted to 
indicate to tho Houso and country a bet- 
ter form of procedure. Their opposition 
was a factious one. Ho thought they 
should act like men and demand their 
rights. The hon. gentleman then pro- 
ceeded to personally attack tho leader of 
tho Opposition. When he (Mr. H.) was 
in the Opposition he had never once offer- 
ed any opposition on tho railway question. 
At this time it was evident something 
should bo done and tho Government 
should at onco commonco work. 

Mr. Vernon said tho Government had 
acknowledged their weakness and now 
called on the Houso to assist them. In 
his opinion tho Houso should not have 
been called till tho Government wero in a 
position to lay the railway question fully 
before the country; but ho supposed tho 
Government wished to got tho House 
well over beforo tho first of May. The 
Government had attempted to threaten 
the Dominion Government by tho passage 
of the petition eight months before it 
could como into effect and ho could not 
see that any answer was required until 
the first of May. Tho propor course, in 
his opinion, would have boen to havo fol- 
lowed Lord Carnarvon's advico and 
waited patiently until tho Dominion Par- 
liament was called together and eeen

ARBITRATION BILL. 

Hon. Mr. Walkem — It is a copy of the 
Ontario Bill. It provides for tho appoint- 
ment of arbitrators who may be barristers 
or others, and their fees are fixed by this 
bill. It is intended for tho protection of 
| all parties who wish to settlo their dis- 
j putcs out of court, and to reduce tho cost 
as much as possible. Ho moved tho sec- 
ond reading, McGillivray in tho chair, 
j Clause 1. — Passed. 
Clause 2.— 

Mr. Sniitho called attention to un- 
necessary distinction made between 
fossional and non-professional men. 
thought all should be placed on tho same 
footing, for many business men would 
mako as good arbitrators as professional 
men, such as land surveyors, and ought to 
bo as well paid on the other hand. Mak- 
ing lawyer's pay, as arbitrators, double 
that of ordinary men would simply have 
the effect of preventing legal gentlemen 
being employed as arbitrators on account 
of tho extra cost, when otherwise they 
might bo deemed preferable. He thought 
the clause and the schedules should bo al- 
tered. After some discussion tho clause 
was amended in accordance with the 'sug- 
gestion. 

Clause three was struck out and tho 
rest of tho clauses passed as they stood. 

Schedule A was amended so as to read 
as follows: For every meeting where the 
cause is not proceeded with, but an en- 
largement or postponement is made at 
the request of either party, not less than 
82, nor moro than §4; for overy day's 
sitting, to consist of not less than six 
hours, not less than 85, nor more than 
810; for every sitting not extending to 
six hours (fractional parts of hours being 
excluded) whore the arbitration is actually 
proceeded with, for each hour occupied in 
such proceedings, at tho rale of not less 
than 81, nor more than 81.50, 

Schedule B was struck out and tho bill 
was reported complete with amendments, 

Tho House thon adjourned until 2 
o'clock on Monday.

Mr. McKenzie, Superintendent of Edu 
cation, has presented his annual report to 
tho Houso. Tho school districts number 
45 and contain 51 common schools and 
one high school. Enrolled pupils, 2,198; 
average daily attendance, 1,395.5. Tho 
whole cost of education has boon $48 
411.14 — a sum that is 83,571 in excess of 
tho vote. It will now ho in ordor for 
some member for Cariboo to riso in his 
place and movo that the presont Financo 
Minister bo hold responsible for the ovor- 
oipendituro ! Tho Superintendent recom- 
mends the levying in oach district such an 
assessment as would bo sufficient, in con- 
junction with a grant from tho general 
revenuo, to defray tho whole expenses of 
tho school. Tho Superintendent assumes, 
"as a matter of universal consent, that 
primary education should bo froo," and 
he leaves "tho question of higher educa- 
tion until tho improved character of tho 
schools and of tho country permits it bo- 
ing taken into consideration." What 
does tho Superintendent moan — to abolish 
tho High School ontiroly or dostroy its 
"froo" character? Thero is a design 
wrapped up in tho quoted clauso that is 
not cloar, and its want of lucidity is suf- 
ficent to excito tho suspicion of tho advo- 
cates of frco schools. Thero are 58 teach- 
ers employed in tho department, of whom 
six havo boon educated in tho Province. 
Tho Superintendent regret that the 
educational authorities havo not hitherto 
done justice to theso homemade teachers 
and complains of tho paucity of tho salary 
paid them — §20 per month. Tho avorago 
salary is 800 per month. Accompanying 
the report are some very useful statistics 
of tho condition of tho schools. A proposi- 
tion is made for tho readjustment of tho 
salaries of teachers, and in making tho re- 
adjustment ho thinks it would "bo ad- 
visable to mako somo change in tho 
schedule of certificates. In tho years 
previous to 1877-78, the certificates of 
female teachers wero granted upon ex- 
amination papers requiring much lowor 
attainments than those required for tho 
same grado of certificate for a malo teach- 
er, so that a certificate of tho highest 
grado for a female teachor in those years 
was really only equal to a much lower 
grado of male teachers' certificates. The 
impression is also abroad among teachers 
that certificates have not been altogether 
impartially given and upon tho merits of 
papers submitted by candidates, and I 
can, at least so far as this year, 1877-78, 
is concerned, certify to tho correctness of 
this impression. I proposo to superadd to 
tho present six grades of certificates a 
higher grado, to be called 'Life Certifi- 
cate' (or somo similar name) of ono or 
two grades, as may bo advisable. No 
certificates are at presont granted for life, 
and tho demand for such certificates (Vide 
proceedings of Teachers' convention, 
187(1-77) would thus bo mot." We shall 
tako occasion to return to this report. 
Without wishing to appear hypercritical 
we must say that somo suggestions aro 
made of which tho public will not approve

A statement cf such claim is in 
a form appended. Tho claim may be 
filed boforo or during the progress of the 
work or within twenty days of its com- 
pletion with tho Government Agent inthe 
district, or in the absence of such person 
then in tho office of the Registrar-General 
ofTitle3." Another clauso says : Every 
lien shall cense to exist in thirty days 
after the completion of tho work, unless 
in the meantime proceedings shall havo 
been instituted to realize tho claim under 
tho provisions of this Act."

Ottawa, Jan. 30.— Tho whole of tho 
tenders for tho construction of tho con- 
necting links of the Thunder Bay 
branch of the Canada Pacific Railway 
have been received, and to-day at noon 
the time for their reception terminated. 
Tho excitement amongst the contrac- 
tors in the city has been most intense 
all day.

Ottawa, Jan. 31. — No decision has 
been made public in regard to the Can- 
ada Pacific Railway contract.

The decision is expected to bo made 
public to-morrow morning. The gen- 
eral impression prevails that the suc- 
cessful firm will be that of Messrs. J.

Another 
rumor says that a firm of which Jno. 
Hendrie, Hamilton, is tho principal, 
will bo the fortunate tenderer.
